This paper is filed in response to the Office Action mailed March 25, 2003 that made a 
restriction requirement between the following groups: 

Group I - claims 1-22 and 27-30 drawn to methods of killing or inhibiting a 
microorganism, 

Group II - claims 23-25 drawn to methods of preserving a cosmetic product, and 

Group III - claim 26 drawn to methods of cleaning contact lenses. 

In addition, Applicants were requested to elect a species of enhancing agent and 
environment in which the microorganism is present.
